A Pretty Panel, 


But Not Convincing 


For glamour the unit amendment’s 
Monday night TV panel had “it.” There 
was the beauteous Mrs. Iris Blitch of 
Clinch, the silver-haired, suave Hamil- 
ton Holt of Bibb and the winsome Eu- 
gene Cook, Georgia's attorney-general. 
And there was our handsome lieuten- 

_ant-governor, Marvin Griffin, whose 
youthful mien belies years of political 
experience that goes back to the time 
when he was executive secretary to 
Gov. Ed Rivers. 

A carefully planted question devel- 
oped the idea that Amendment No. 1 
arises from the Democratic Party's 1946 
convention pledge to put the county 
unit system in the state constitution. 

What panelists didn’t say was that 
the people of Georgia repudiated that 
plank when they voted down the first 
Frit amendment in 1950. 

Another carefully planted question 
aimed at Col. Eugene Cook brought the 
answer that Amendment No. 1 does not 
actually write the unit system into the 
general election. 

No one has said that it does in 
theory, but anyone can see that it does 
in practice when it says no one can be 
a candidate in the general election who 
has not been nominated in a primary 
under the unit system. 

There can be write-ins, Mr. Cook 
opines. He says the federal and state 
constitutions guarantee a citizen’s right 
to a write-in vote. Yet the proposed 
amendment says, ““‘The name of no per- 
son shall be placed on the general elec- 
tion ballot or tickets for said office 
who was not nominated in a primary 
election as herein provided, except to 
fill a vacancy caused by death, or other 
causes, of the nominee in said primary.” 

It would take a Philadelphia lawyer 
to reconcile that clause with Mr. Cook’s 
write-in opinion—and the attorney-gen- 
eral is a native,of Johnson County. If 
he is right, then the proposed amend- 
ment violates the federal and state con- 
’ stitutions. 

What Moderator Marvin Griffin didn’t 
ask Mr. Cook and what, therefore, Mr. 
Cook did not say was that when the 
people vote the proposition down by 
“Striking One” on Nov. 4, the unit sys- 
tem will stay in the primary where it 
is now, untouched and inviolate. 

A carefully planted question to Mr. 

Holt was, “‘Why are the Atlanta news- 

papers opposing Amendment No. 1?” 

The Macon resident’s studied answer 
was, “It must be for a selfish reason.” 

One would conclude then that Mr. 
Holt attributes to the same reason the 
opposition of the papers in his home- 
town of Macon, the opposition of The 
Lyons Progress in Toombs County, The 
Lowndes County News, The Walker 
County Messenger, The Pickens County 
Progress, The Sylvania Telephone in 
Screven, The Claxton Enterprise in 
Evans, The Times-Journal in Dodge, 
The Houston Home Journal, and the 
many other rural papers that have reg- 
istered disapproval of the unit amend- 
ment. 

Any Georgia publisher knows that if 
these papers were selfish they would 
favor the amendment and any other ad- 
ministration proposal and thus get their 
reward in the rich gravy of political 
advertising ladled out from the State 
Capitol. 

Marvin Griffin knows about these 
things. His own paper, The Bainbridge 
Post-Searchlight, is carrying as legal ad- 
vertising 16 of the proposed amend- 
ments, the tvpe spreading out over 2514 
columns in his publication.

Waiting at the Morgue 
To Be Remembered 


The younger generation wouldn't 
know about “Shipwreck” Kelly. Only 
those who recall Mah Jongg and ‘“‘Mar- 
gie’” and the hoopla of the midtwen- 
ties will remember. 

“Shipwreck” was found dead Satur- 
day in New York, but it was hours 
before anyone identified him as the 
world’s greatest flagpole sitter. He 
started out in Hollywood with a 13-hour 
stint atop a pole and he wound up with 
a world’s record of 49 days and one 
hour overlooking Atlantic City. 

Born in New York’s Hell's Kitchen 
as Aloysius Anthony Kelly, he fought in 
the ring as “Sailor” Kelly until he had 
been knocked out so many times the 
name was changed to “Shipwreck.” 
That’s when he started climbing. 

He earned $500 a day at his peak 
and he had all the kids in the nation 
shinnying up poles in the backyard. 

But in the twenties many people, 
along with this daredevil Irishman, were 
living in the clouds. When the -cfash 
came in 1929, flagpole sitters were not 
the only ones that came off a high 
perch. The carnival was over, the spec- 
tators went home. People stopped look- 
ing up and started looking down. 

When “Shipwreck” Kelly dropped 
dead last week, he was almost penni- 
less, but he had under his arm the 
scrapbook telling of his 13,000 hours 
aloft in sleet and hail and snow. The 
clippings didn’t mean a thing to those 
wno found him, so he lay in the morgue 
for hours waiting for someone to re- 
member. 

For Kelly the luck of the Irish had 
run out. 

“Shipwreck” had learned one of 
man’s sadder lessons—the flagpole of 
life is full of splinters, but they always 
stick hardest on the way down.

In GOP Ranks 


SALT LAKE CITY—Is the ‘‘big break’’ 
in the presidential campaign under way? 

At least a shift is beginning—away from 
Gen. Dwight D. -Eisenhower, who got off 
to a head start, and’ toward Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson, obviously the underdog. 


This movement, reflected in the Gallup 
and other polls, has been noted also by 
this reporter in signs here and there in 

the last several days. For 

assessing such he has a 

background of observa- 

tion from roving the 
country in the’ past six 

weeks—South, East, Mid- 

dle West, Far West and 
. Pacific Coast—traveling 

at times with both presi- 
dential candidates and 
with President Truman, 
at other times in ad- 
vance of them and be- 
hind them. 

The shift is in two key groups, among 
Democrats who early in the campaign 
leaned toward General Eisenhower and now 
are moving back to their old party alle- 
giance and among so-called ‘‘independents.”’ 
The egeneral’s too-close identification with 
orthodox Republicanism is obviously the mo- 
tivating influence with both. 


That seems to be becoming more per- 
Suasive than Republican attempts, on the 
other hands, to identify Governor Stevenson 
with ‘*‘Trumanism,”’ 

It will be necessary for General Eisen- 
hower to win over a substantial block of 
Democrats and to®cut deeply into the in- 
dependent vote to win. He was, for a time, 
apparently moving swiftly toward this ob- 
jective and seemingly still commands large 
Democratic and independent support. 

But defections have begun. Whether they 
will become big enough by November 4, 
three weeks hence, to lose the election 
for the Republicans it would be risky to try 
to forecast. For the general, it must be 
pointed ouf, has a reserve of a kind pe- 
culiarly his own, and it is impressive as 
you watch his campaign. 

This is innately, and in one three-letter 
word, ‘‘Ike.”’ By those three letters is 
meant the symbol, the war hero, the house- 
hold word, the name that youngsters every- 
where shout. It has a certain indefinable 
magic. Observing the crowds that flock 
to see and hear him, you realize how smart 
it was for the Republican Party to go out- 
side of its ranks in these tense times of dis- 
content, for he is tailored for a nation’s 
frustrations.

Lost an Empire 


YORKTOWN, Va.—In the crisp clean 
sparkle of a bright October afternoon, we 
walked and rode over the old battlefield of 
Yorktown. It is a tidily kept terrain, and it 
takes no military expert to see what hap- 
pened here, how the troops were lined up, 
where the guns were placed, where the old 
ramparts ran. All is like it was on that Oc- 
tober day in 1781 when the old fox, Corn- 
wallis, trapped on this 
peninsula between Wash- 
ington and the French on 
jand, and the French fleet 
in Chesapeake Bay, stood 
the pounding of the guns 
for a couple of days and 
then gave up, losing for 
England a land far great- 
er than the motherland 
ever was destined to be. 

It is a beautiful drive 
over this old battlefield 
that now lies so still and quiet beneath the 
sun. The route winds through deep wood- 
lands, on little roads that were bright with 
leaf and cool with shade just as they must 
have been when Washington, from his head- 
quarters on a little knoll deep in the woods, 
rode out to watch the storming of the re- 
doubts behind which the British lay. In the 
heart of the British positions you stand be- 
fore a great map, made of a photograph, 
and before you on the map, by lifting the 
eyes you can see the humped green grass 
of the trenches that the French and the 
Americans dug, their first line as they 
tightened the noose around the necks of 
Cornwallis’ men. 

You see the outlying redoubts that the 
Continentals had to take before they eould 
come in close to their second battle line. 

The Americans and the French stormed 
these redoubts under a curtain of artillery 
fire. But no artillery could protect them 
when they came in close. There it was the 
work of the axmen to hew a way through. 
The redoubts fell, and over their own dead 
the French and the Americans stormed in, 
and the British were through. 

They didn’t know it then. They made a 
sally from their central ramparts, moving 
out in files across an open field. And there 
the cannon cut them down, and the rifle- 
men in buckskins picked them off like shoot- 
ing squirrels, firing for the point where the 
white belts crossed the red coats across the 
chest. Apd the sally was turned back and 
the battle was over. 

And then down the road, as Washington 
ordered, Cornwallis’ 7,000 men marched out, 
their drums thumping a sad and cynical 
tune. It was called ‘‘The World Turned Up- 
side Down.” And it has been tufned upside 
down ever since—the old world where kings 
ruled as tyrants. A new nation had arisen— 
a new democracy, a new hope for mankind, 
fought with courage and paid for by the 
blood of nameless men. 

And standing there in the sunshine, hear- 
ing the thump of ghostly drums, you begin 
to understand a little about this country and 
the men who made it. And you grasp the 
central thought, that the faith and courage 
which triumphed here at Yorktown has come 
down undimmed through history—past 
Chancellorsville and Seven Pines, Chateau 
Thierry and the Marne, Red Beach:‘and Iwo 
‘Yima, and burns now in. the bone-bare hills 
of Korea. It triumphed over George III and 
Wilhelm IL ef Germany and Adolf Hitler. 
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‘Baby, Come Back to Me!’

Jere explains that John Lair is a wan- 
dering minstrel come home, a Kentucky 
mountain boy who took a jug band to the 
networks and to Broad- ‘s 
way, then returned to cap- *y 
ture, and capitalize on, 
the traditions of the beau- 
tiful valley named for its 
first white settler, Renfro. 

Mr. Lair’s assistant in 
planning the press party 
and program was a for- 
mer Georgian, Mrs. Bar- 
bara DeMott, ‘‘born on 
Peachtree.”’ 

The Renfro Valley im- 
presario drew from his boyhood memo- 
ries to write a poem dedicated to his guests 
and the institution they represent. Here, 
in part, is his ode to the rural press: 


“We remember how the paper was a 
standby in our home 

And how we all would grab for it as soon 
as it would come. 

Sis looked for all the personals, Dad read 
the livestock news: 

Granddad liked editorials if they sided 
with his views! 

But mother never seemed to have one part 
she’ preferred.

Preliminary victory came as Su- j&, sau 


perior Court Judge Ralph UH. 
Pharr declared, in effect, 
plaintiffs have: cause for legal re- 
lief from the plan advanced by the 
Atlanta Housing Authority and 
City Council. 

Judge Pharr overruled the con- 
tention of the city and housing 
authority that the suits set forth no 
hasis for relief. He granted a 
temporary injunction that will bar 
condemnation of land until a final 
decision is reached by the Georgia 
Supreme Court. 

IMMEDIATE APPEAL 

And it appeared Tuesday that im- 
mediate appeal may be made to 
the high tribunal on Judge Pharr’s 
overruling of demurrers without 
trial of the factual merits of the 
case, 

Attorneys for the housing 
authority still were studying that 
step late Tuesday. 

The original suit to stop the re- 
development project was filed 
Sept. 4, the day after City Council 
voted, 19-4, to undertake a slum 
clearance plan that would trans- 
form 136 acres of Southwest prop- 
erty into a modern light-industry 
area, 

Sam S. Johnson, owner of the At- 
lanta Electric Machine Co. at 390 
Orange St., S. W., was first to ask 
that Superior Court deglare uncon- 
stitutional the Georgia Redevelop- 
ment Act of 1946 under which the 
program was contemplated. It was 
understood Johnson's action was 
friendly, designed only to test con- 
stitutionality of the law before the 
project was under way. 

JOIN IN SUIT 

But within three weeks, John- 
son was joined by two other sets 
of plaintiffs, with unfriendly aims 
as far as redevolpment of the prop- 
erty is concerned. They were the 
Knight Ice Co., 595 McDaniel St., 
and 19 owners of homes. 

Attorneys for the plaintiffs 
argued to Judge Pharr that the 
city was attempting to use _ its 
power of eminent domain to trans- 
fer the area from private owners 
to private industrial developers, 
claiming it would be for public 
henefit. Such a move, the opposi- 
tion said, would benefit no one ex- 
cept the developers. 

The city and housing authority 
contended that the public purpose 
is condemning of ‘‘blighted’’ areas 
and, after that concluded, the 
selling to private interests is only 
incidental.

COCHRAN, Oct. 14—Jody Matt is in the same business 
as Frank Leahy; Bud Wilkinson and Bob Neyland. They 
teach football, Leahy at Notre Dame, Wilkinson at Okla- 
homa, Neyland at Tennessee and Matt at Middle Georgia 
College. Only difference is, Matt never went to any bowl 


games, never won any national titles, never engaged in any ° 


recruiting entanglements and never has been accused of 
operating a football factory. 

He just coaches football. His is what you'd call football in the 
raw, for this is the bottom level in the college industry. He’s still one 
of those coaches who put their best 11 men on the field and leave 

them there as long as they can take it. 
There isn't much else a coach can do at 
what Comptroller L. B. Goodman calls 
‘our little stepchild school.’’ 

Middle Georgia is one of the few 
scenic points of interest on the stretch of 
Highway 23 that splits Cochran down the 
spine. The neat litthe campus sits In the 
shade of tall, graceful pines and bosomy 
pecan trees at the southern exit of the 
town. 

Its trim red brick buildings sug- 
gest institutional youth, but there's a 
long history behind Middle Georgia. It 
began as a Baptist school called Eb- 
enezer College in the 1860s, and one 
of the old Ebenezer buildings still 
stands. It later became one in the 
now extinct chain of state-owned A& 
colleges before the transition to Middle 
Georgia in 1931.

MGC, for instance, 
posted an ordinary 2-6 record last year, but Matt never heard the 
sound of a wolf's howl.

WORLD HAPPY 


The entire world, Stevenson said, 
rejoiced when the United States 
showed after the war that it could 
readjust without unemployment or 
depression, and he added: 

“Must this inspiring record now 
be ridiculed for campaign pur- 
poses? Must our credit for using 
our capitalist system wisely and 
humanely be undermined in Eu- 
rope—and by General Eisenhower 
of all men? Must our proud all- 
American achievement be pictured 
as a Democratic Party plot?’ 

It was at this point that the Dem- 
ocratic nominee charged Eisen- 
hower with -reaching the ‘low 
water mark’’ in the American busi- 
mess of vote-getting. Stevenson 
argued that the United States dare 
not underplay its national great- 
ness for mean motives, He pointed 
out that during the war the Ameri- 
can people had no time “for build-.

He told the commission how At- 
lanta law gives property owners 
90 days to repair property that has 
been classed as substandard by 
slum inspectors. The few court 
cases resulting from the law have 
all been won by the city, he added. 


Houses in “‘more than 50 per 
cent disrepair’’ are condemned, 
White said. He pointed out that 
City Council passed a _ resolution 
recently asking Atlanta real estate 
men not to handle any substandard 
housing for clients. 


The Atlanta ordinance not only 
considers health and fire hazards 
in housing, White said, but also 
defines conditions of ‘“‘delapida- 
tion’’ that make the house un- 
inhabitable under the law. 


BEGAN DISCUSSIONS 


Earlier this year, Williams and 
other commissioners hit what they 
termed ‘“‘slum conditions’’ in the 
Negro residential sections. The 
commission invited Peter Lynch, 
then director of the Techwood 
housing development in Atlanta, to 
discuss slum clearance with the 


After that meeting, the com- 
mission voted to meet with the De- 
catur Housing Authority to discuss 
the possibility of another housing 
project in Decatur.

“‘Next best would be a public 
housing project that would clear 
some of the objectionable areas and 
give the people decent places to 
live,”’ the commissioner contin- 
ued. “If that can’t be done, we 
ought to have a law that would 
give us authority to make the pres- 
ent owners bring the properties up 
to livable standards.”’

NEW YORK, Oct. 14 — The 

present food and farm policy of 
the United States was attacked 
as a policy of scarcity Monday 
night by Dr. Herrell DeGraff, 
Babcock professor of food eco- 
nomics at Cornell University. 


Dr. DeGraff, principal speaker 
at a dinner at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel for the nation’s 
newspaper food editors, points 
out that the depression of the 
1930’s produced an official poli- 
cy of scarcity—the purpose of 
which was to raise prices. Food 
surpluses even then, he said, 
were a figment of the imagina- 
tion. That same _ policy of 
scarcity, Dr. DeGraff_ stated, 
still underlies the present farm 
price support program. 

In the face of a steadily de- 
creasing food supply and a con- 
stantly growing population, Dr. 
DeGraff charged as unrealistic 
and defeatist the current U. S. 
Department of Agriculture dis- 
cussion of a 20 to 25 per cent 
reduction in wheat acreage for 
next year. 

The food economics expert ex- 
pressed serious concern over a 
decline in the nation’s diet qual- 
ity. He said that while Ameri- 
cans are still eating much better 
than before the war, per capita 
supplies of vital nutrients have 
dropped from 6 to 18 per cent 
since 1946. If further decreases 
in diet quality are to be pre- 
vented, Dr. DeGraff said, U. S.

The redbird is the one I blamed for getting me out in the dew 
that early. I saw him through the kitchen window as the coffee pot 
offered its first cheering ‘‘gu-ulp’’ and I couldn’t wait to pour 
myself a cup and head for the back steps. 

Of course, the redbird left. I could almost hear him saying, as 
he flicked his tail feathers and took off from the top of the English 
_ dogwood, “‘Okay, if you get pneumonia, sue me.” 

But I stayed on, enjoying the looks of the early morring world 
and pretending to examine a dream in the cold light of day. 
The dream is the one that is precipitated annually by the 
. arrival of the seed catalogue. I know and the seed company must 
_ know that I'll never get that rose garden planted, that I'll never 
have a tidy little hedge of gardenias, that the back yard will never 
be a smooth sweep of lawn with precise little flower beds here 
and there and lovely droopy arbors for vines and things.
